“Jesus said unto them, Iam the bread of 
life.” Joun vi: 35. 


We must not here mistake our Saviour. 
We must not suppose him to mean, in 
some mysterious, inexplicable sense,that 
he himself was personally the bread of life. 
He intended nothing more, than that his 
religion, the system of doctrine and mor- 
als which he taught in his disceurse, was 
the bread of life. Fur so did he after- 
wards explain his language; as you will 
see, on looking into the latter part of 
this chapter. ‘*He that eateth me,”— 
said Christ, ‘‘even he shall live by me. 
This is that bread which came down 
from heaven.”? Some of the disciples, 
misunderstanding the expression, ex- 
claimed, ‘This is a hard saying; who 
cao bear it??? Now comes the explana- 
tion: Christ replied, “‘*Doth this offend 
you? ** ** It is the spirit that quicken- 
eth; the flesh profiteth nothing; the words 
ihat I speak unto vou, they arewspirit, and 
they are life.” This, then, was his real 
meaning: that the words which he spoke, 
the religious sentiments he conveyed, 
were the bread of life. 

The first train of thought which our 
text suggests,is rather general: Religion 
is, to man, the bread of life. It is as 
necessary, absolutely as’ necessary, to 
his mental wants, as bread is to ‘\is cor- 
poreal, He is so constituted, that he 
can no more deny himself the enjoyment 
of it, and still be at ease, than he can 
refuse food without suffering. [is very 
nature craves it, with a longing deep 
and irrepressible, that lives on through 
all life, surviving the changes of .etr- 
cumstance, and unextinguished even 
when smothered by the engrossing cares 
of earth. 

On this important point, there is, I 
think, a manifest error in the specula- 
tive divinity of the day. We have been 
taught that mankind are, by nature, 
wholly opposed to religion, so utterly 
hostile to all its principles, that nothing 
short of almighty, creating power, can 
produce within them a pious disposition. 
Such is the hypothesis of the scheols.— 
But how does this comport with reality? 
Turn your attention now, my friends, 
from all theories whatsoever, to simple 
matter of fact; ard you will perceive, at 
once, that mankind as naturally seek 
those provisions that relieve their hun- 
ger. It must, indeed, be confessed,that 
in the choice of the heavenly sustenance, 
they often mistake, just as they do in 
the selection of their daily food. In both 
cases, they frequently choose the dele- 
terious instead of the wholesome; and 
their tastes may even become so vitia- 
ted, as to prefer the poisonous to the 
nutritious. But religion, as well as 
food, of some kind, they must have; and 
nothing under heaven can effectually di- 
vert them from the pursuit. If you doubt 
this, contemplate the human race as it 
ever has been, and as it sow is. Look 
back into the ancient times of Chaldea 
and Persia,of Egypt,Greece and Rome; 
and as far as the light of history dis- 
closes the prospect, there is a universal 
cloud of incense rising from ten thou- 
sand altars,ascending from all the habita- 
ble earth, a testimonial that man had his 
God, and sought communion with him. 
Or, turn your eye to latter times: survey 
the whole peopled globe; and wherever 
you look, you still find man the same re 
ligious being. Civilized or savage, bar- 
barian or philosopher, his wishes and his 
hopes still point, either direct or trem- 
bling, to his polar star in heaven.— 
Wherever he roams, and wherever he 
dwells, on the heights of the Andes, in 
the depths of our western wilderness, on 
the burning desert of Africa,in the frozen 
regions of the Artic world, or amid the 
new discovered isles of the South, he 
recognizes the Power above him, and 
pays his adoration. So «niversally is 
this inpulse of our common nature felt 
aud indulged! So universally is man, 
1D point of fact, a religious being!

LATER FROM FRANCE, 


The ship Utica, Capt. Depeyster has 
arrived at New York from Havre, bring- 
ing advices to the 26th of October from 
that port. By the following items of 
news by this arrival which we copy from 
the New Yore Express, it will be seen 
that the political news by this arrival is 
of some importance. Cotton has declin- 
ed in price: — 

A letter from Florence says that a 
| Revolution bad broken out at Palermo, 
and that the Prince of Capu had been 
proclaimed king. 

The health ofthe king of the French, 
at presont, is feeble. It is said that he 
applies himself too much to business. 

The Swiss affairs engage the attention 
of the Parisian Journals. The National 
rebukes the Journal des Debats for taking 
a high stand against the Swiss, and com- 
vares it with the cooler remarks it made 
when France was engaged in a dispute 
with the United States. ‘In the affair 
of the twenty-five millions,’ says the 
National, ‘the French cabinet was in the 
right and it was pliant, but in the affair 
with Switzerland it isinthe wrong, and 
it insists.’ Louis Phillipe is particularly 
concerned in the course he takes be- 
cause when excelled by the first French 
Revolution he found a friendly home, as 
teacher ofthe French language, in the 
Institute of education at Reichenau, in 
the Grisons of Switzerland the country 
he now ubuses. 

‘The Swiss Diet was in session, and 
had named a committee to consider and 
report upon the difficultives with France. 

‘The Helvetic considers that the ma- 
jority of the commiiiee of the Swiss Diet 
belong to the liberal opinion. A letter 
the 18th inst from Berne, expresses a 
similar opinion and adds: ‘‘Judging from 
the composition of the commitiee, the 
report will neither be for concessions, 
hoy perhaps for conciliation, even a 
warm discussion is to be expected; what 
the yote will be we cannot guess,”’ 

The Journal des Debats professes not
